The recent sale in Boston of two 
pieces of guiiimed papei, issued in 
1851, and valued then at 12 pence 
each as jU'Stage, 
for the sum of 
$1,320, has stirred up the stamp 
collectors. 
TiiC 
singular part 
of 
the sale was that the purchaser, a 
prosperous 
Hamiitori, 
Ont., 
col­ 
lector and dealer, sold the identical 
stamps to the company holding the 
auction for $ 1, 500, and he again 
became their possessor at $100 less 
than his selling price. 
At the auction sale 613 lots were 
disposed of, valued approximately 
at $20, 000, and the prices realized 
were, as a rule, above those quoted 
in standard catalogues. 
One rare stamp, for which no bid 
was received, 
was 
a 
provisional 
issued by the posaiiaster of Balti­ 
more m 1S46, before the govern­ 
ment 
began 
to 
furnish postage. 
The face value of this blueish piece 
of adhesive paper w’as 10 cents, but 
as it was just 50 years old and rare 
the auctioneer would not accept a 
bid less than $ 1, 500, and so the 
precious stamp 
remained unsold. 
Although somewhat torn in an at­ 
tempt to remove it from the cover, 
its value is not diminished, for it is 
the only 10 cent Baltimore adhesive 
known to be in existence. 
One like 
it is worth to the finder a trip to 
Europe. 
A 5-cent St. Loui.s 1S45 
vrhich 
is a similar postmaster’s provisional 
stamp, 
sold for $251, while a 10- 
cent specimen of the same 
date 
brought $ 105. 
On the other hand, 
a Ne w York 1845 ^ cent was knock 
ed down for the mere sum of $3 
These are obviously too common. 
Lnited States government issues 
sold from $90 down. 
The former 
price was paid for an 1851 6 30 
cent unperforated, unused, whicii is 
one of the rarest of United States 
stamps. 
There are others of even 
greater value in the market.
